WASHINGTON, June 1 (AP).— 
Thé United States Supreme Court, 
nearing the end of its term, hand- 
ed down three important decisions 


today «concerned with the powers 
(of the Federal Communications 
Commission, the constitutionality 
of an Oklahoma sterilization law 
and the scope of the Federal wage- 
hour law. 

The court ruled: 

(1) That a three-Judge United 
States Court in New York had 
acted incorrectly in dismissing 
suits by the National Broadcast- 
ing Co., Inc., and the Columbia 
Broadcasting System, Inc., to en- 
join the FCC from enforcing re- 
strictions on chain broadcasting. 

(2) That Oklahoma’s law for 
sterilization of habitual criminals 
was unconstitutional on the 
ground that it violated the equal 
protection clause of the four- 
teenth amendment because it ex- 
empted persons who committed 
certain crimes. 

(3) That the Federal wage- 
hour law applied to mainten- 
ance employes in buildings where 
tenants were engaged in inter- 
state commerce.

sistant chief of Army Engineers, 
testified today that the need of 
linking airfields caused the War 
Department to choose the more 
easterly of three routes in con- 
structing a strategic road across 
Canada to Alaska. 

Senator Langer (Rep.), North 
Dakota, had charged in a resolu- 
tion seeking an investigation that 
location of the road was “an en- 
gineering monstrosity” because a 
large section of the highway would 
have to cross muskeg swamp. 

Gen. Sturdevant told a Senate 
Foreign Relations , Subcommittee 
that seyen regiments of engineers 
now were working on a 24-foot 
gravel road running northward 
from Dawson Creek, Canada, 
through Fort St. John, Fort Nel- 
son, Watson, Lake, White Horse, 
Chonpogne and on to Fairbanks, 
Alaska. The General said 150 miles 
of “pioneer” road already had been 
built. 

In his resolution, Langer said 
members of the Alaska Interna- 
tional Highway Commission fa- 
vored a coastal route originating 
pear Prince George, Canada. 


Gen. Sturdevant said, however, 


that the route east of the Recky 
Mountains was chosen by the Army 
General Staff because an air route 
had been laid out there over which 
fighting planes ag well as bombers 
could be flown. He said the coastal 
route would furnish an emergency 
eceess road to Alaska but would 
not link the airfields which pre- 
viously had to be supplied by air.

I WONDER if Missouri taxpayers real- 

ize the cutthroat competition that 
exists among school districts in their 
State? Summer brings representatives of 
different school districts (consolidated 
districts running busses, especially) to 
the homes of rural students offering any- 
thing from free hot lunches to a free 
trip to Florida when they graduate. 

“If they’re too hard on you at Burg- 
town High, come over to Podunk and 
we'll take care of you” pretty well sum- 
marizes the demoralizing effect of this 
competition on student morale. I know 
one superintendent of schools who spends 
his summers denouncing his surrounding 
school neighbors to rural students and 
their parents in order to keep his en- 
roliment built up to a level too high for 
his teaching staff and building facilities. 

“You'll have to wear fine clothes over 
at Burgtown. The teachers are all old 
fogies. Here at Podunk we have the in- 
terests of rural students at heart. A 
rural school for rural students,” are all 
examples of persuasive arguments used 
in this annual fight. 

Results of this annual knock-down- 
and-dra@-out fight between school dis- 
tricts (and especially school adminis- 
trators) naturally are lowered standards | 
of work, weakened discipline and bitter 
animosity among professional schoo] men 
who certainly need co-operation and 
understanding with their fellow admin- 
istrators. 

At a time when conservation of gaso- 
line, rubber and spare parts is critically 
needed, we find duplication of school-bus 
routes that would shock the most politi- 
cally minded efficiency experts. In‘ our 
local section, there are 150 miles of 
school-bus routes traveled by two sep- 
arate bus systems. I know one rural road 
that is traveled by busses of four school 
systems, 

If these conditions. were just local, 
they could be overlooked, but according 
to replies fo inquiries of a local school 
man, they~exist all over the State. What. 
can be done? * 

The State Department of Education 
can exert more pressure on local school 
systems to stay within their just terri- 
tory. If it doesn’t have the power to do 
so, it should be given such power. 

Voters can elect men as county super- 
intendents of schools, who now act as 
transportation bosses, with enough in- 
testinal fortitude to keep bus routes 
practical. 

It isn’t fair to students to expose them 
to arguments and exhortations of several

THE SMASHING OF COLOGNE. 
Colossal damage to a key center of Nazi strategy, 
and T truly awe-inspiring augury of terrific things 
to come—these are the results of the R. A. F.’s 
smashing, devastating attack of Saturday night on 
Cologne. | 

It would be difficult to say which of these two 
results has wrought the greatest damage to the 
Nazi cause, Cologne itself, though known to every 
tourist chiefly for its great cathedral, is important 
for the reasons set down almost a century ago by 
Victor Hugo: “Mercantile from its industry, military 
from its position, marine,from its river.” 

As a transportation center commanding communi- 
cations with 4he Rhine Valley and France, as a 
mantfacturing hive producing vast quantities of 
explosives, chemicals, synthetic oil, synthetic rubber, 
aircraft engines, submarine enginés and other ne- 
cessities of modern war, Cologne is a true military 
objective, 


Now, after the greatest air attack in the history 


of warfare, in which more than a thousand bombers 
hurled 6,000,000 pounds of bombs on the city in 90 
minutes, three-fourths of Cologne is on fire, in ruins 
or damaged. It is a deadly blow that is sure to 
cripple the German war effort, already strained by 
the great losses on the Russian front, the setbacks 
in North Africa and the task of holding down the 
rebellious captive nations. 

The very fact that the R. A. F. is capable of put- 
ting more than a thousand mighty bombers, with 
ample fighter escorts, into the air at one time-should 
strike cold apprehension into the heart of every 
German military man and civilian. This is a bomb- 
ing fleet of twice the size sent against England by 
the Luftwaffe at the peak of the 1940 blitz. Its 
remarkable success writes a stinging answer to Air 
Marshal Goering’s boast of Sept. 9, 1939: “I shall see 
to it that no enemy plane shall drop a bomb on 
German soil.” 

And this does not represent the high point of 
Allfed air power against the Nazi strongholds. The 
fierce attack on Cologne, says Prime Minister 
Churchill, is “proof of the growing power of the 
British bomber forces and is also a herald of what 
Germany will receive, city by city, from now on.” 
American bomber crews, so far as is now known, 
took no part in the Cologne attack. When our planes 
and men swing into action, it is indicated that an 
almost inconceivable fleet of 5000 planes will be 
ready for simultaneous operation. 

The British admit the loss of 44 planes, though 
the Germans claim only 36. One must contrast this 
with the Nazi losses in the Battle of Britain to 
get the real scope of this attack’s success, In the 
September phase of the punishing campaign against 
England, the Germans lost 562 aircraft: 185 in one 
day. It was because of these prodigious losses that 
the attempt to blitz Britain into submission was 
abandoned: The British loss of less than 4 per cent 
in the Cologne raid is highly significant for the 
future. 

The Nazis cannot retaliate in kind, but they must 
take all possible protective measures. With such 
punishment being hailed down upon German arms 
plants and German cities, fighter planes will have 
to be withdrawn from the Eastern front. This will 
relieve the pressure on our Russian allies in their 
fierce struggle, and accomplish the dual purpose of 
the new bombing campaign. 

This is also undoubtedly a prelude to the promised 
invasion of the Continent which is now an avowed 
object of Allied strategy. The smashing of German 
production and transportation centers, the psycho- 
logical effect of repeated powerful raids, are neces- 
sary preliminaries to attaining the objective which 
Maj. Alexander P. de Seversky emphasizes as all- 
important in his book, “Victory Through Air Power.” 
Seversky writes: 


We cannot and must not dream of conquering 
the enemy without first capturing dominance in 
the air—but once we have clear-cut dominance 
in the air, all else becomes a secondary, subor- 
dinate auxiliary operation. 


The smashing of Cologne is not an isolated episode. 
It is not primarily a matter of retaliation for the 
horrible sufferings inflicted upon Britain by the 
Lutfwaffe. It is part of a carefully studied plan 
for picking out the enemy’s vital spots, pulverizing 
them to helplessness. and opening the way for the 
final finishing blow.

Hitler's own “one 
by one” strategy is being used against him, and 
this surely is the best hope for the earliest and least 
costly termination of the war. 
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LEWIS FIRES MURRAY. 

The goings-on in the CIO make a sad spectacle. 
For nearly 20 years, John L. Lewis and Philip Mur- 
ray worked together as close associates in the United 
Mine Workers of America, Last week the president 
fired the vice-president, and the executive board of 
the miners’ union, which Lewis keeps in hig vest 
pocket, upheld the ouster, 17 to 1. 

It makes little difference how this latest develop- 
ment in the feud is seen—whether Murray vacated 
his miners’ office when he accepted the presidency 
of the Steel Workers’ Union or whether he .had the 
right to become the steel union president, as Murray 
contends.

Consumption of electricity in St.

Memphis increased 22 per cent and 
Louisville 13 per cent in a similar 
comparison; Little Rock was off 3 
per cent; Evansville was off by 28 
per cent and Pine Bluff, Ark., by 
37 per cent. 

Department Store Sales. 

Department store sales in St. 
Louis for April were 6 per cent 
above a year before, and in Mem- 
phis were up 12 per cent; in Lit- 
tle Rock were up 16 per cent; in 
Fort Smith, Ark., up 33 per cent;

The shooting of hostages is abso- 

lutely forbidden by international 
law. It is not war; it is murder. 
If an act is committed against the 
occupation authorities, 10, 20, 50 
persons, against whom there is not 
a shade of suspicion, are taken out 
and shot. These hostages are col- 
lected in advance for this purpose. 
How are they collected? The Ges- 
tapo’ rounds up personalities of 
social or political influence in va- 
rious circles—amongst workers, 
middle-class people or upper-class 
people. The question in the mind 
of the Gestapo is only: Whose ar- 
rest will intimidate the largest 
circle of people? 
Then, when an act is committed 
against the regime, these already 
arrested hostages are executed. It 
is blackmail plus murder, and a 
crime against the first principle of 
justice and civilization, namely, that 
no one can be punished for a crime 
that he did not commit. In the 
whole history of modern Europe, 
in the last war and this, no regime 
has practiced this outrage except 
the Germans. They did it in the 
last war, but’on an infinitely small- 
er scale. 


* * * 

UR foreign correspondents re- 

turning from Germany and 
Italy, after being interned there 
since America’s entrance into the 
war, estimate that 400,000 persons 
have been slain in cold blood in 
Europe, under the Nazi occupation. 
Now, for the wounding of Heydrich, 
the Germans threaten, unless the 
assailant is immediately caught, to 
make a mass execution of innocent 
hostages. They threaten also that, 
if anyone having information re- 
garding the possible assailant with- 
holds it, his entire family will be 
executed. I point out that the 
shooting of families is also an out- 
rage unheard of in European his- 
tory. 

But the question I raise is: Why 
do not Britain and America do 
something about this? 

These people are our allies. Tor- 
tured, oppressed, starved, humiliat- 
ed for years, they await in prayer 
and terror the day of their libera- 
tion. They fight under odds great- 
er than those endured by any sol- 
dier. Every day, by short wave, 
we pray to them not to give in. 
But that admonition creates a re- 
sponsibility. °

Pierre (“Pete”) was 
in Berlin for eight years and came 
to know Hitler and his killers as 
intimately. as you and I know the 
corner grocer. He writes simply, 
as if he were chatting with you, 
as he did with me the other night 
before my fire. But don’t be mis- 
led by that séeming simplicity. It 
packs the wallop of searing ex- 
perience and deadly knowledge of 
the foulest wolf pack that ever 
hit the human trail, It should be 
in the living room of every Ameri- 
can who has the slightest interest 
in his own life or his country’s. 
And no one is entitled to express 
an opinion about this war unless 
he has read it. 3 

Pete doesn’t rave. He doesn’t 
splash his copy with colorful ad- 
jectives. There is no Hollywood 
within the smoothly moving pages. 
But there is hell let loose, There 
is for instance the story of the 
gentile nuns, torn from their con- 
vents, thrown into the slow degre- 
dation and death of concentration 
camps, for no reason save that 
they had chosen to serve their 
Savior. There are pictures of Hit- 
ler’s hoodlums, gorging like swine 
in the face of starving people. 

And gradually there-emerges & 
fact which few of us, however en- 
lightened, realize—the fact that 


Germany itself is a demoralized 
state ... that Hitler is by no 
means omnipotent, even in his own 
circle of storm troopers... that 
the old military group loathes, de- 
spises. and constantly schemes 
against these “gutter upstarts.” 
.» . that Hitler himself lives in 
constant peril and fear. Yet still 
hig warped brain weaves its fan- 
tastic dream of world empire. 
The story of that weaving will 
amaze many an American. Per- 
haps you thought that the attack 


on Pearl Harbor-originated in To-| 37 


kyo, the product of Japanese greed. 
Guess again! It originated at 
least two years ago in a German 
hideout, a Hitler retreat which 
has its own private railroad of 
which there is no map. Even Mus- 
solini does not know where that 
retreat is, although he has visited 
it. Pierre Huss visited it, too, at 
what amounted to royal edict, his 
hands outside his pockets, well 
bared, as all hands must be when 
a man stands before Hitler, his 
shrewd ¢yes suavely concealing 
the disgust he felt for the man 
who mouthed and slobbered his 
rage before him.
